The applicant. ABC&D Reeveling. Ine. (ABC&D) has operated their construction and demolitien
debris (C& D) recyveling and handling faciliny ar the site since 2006, ABCKD received a “certificate™
on their Final Environmental Impact Report on August 30, 2002 from the Secrctary of
Eavironmental Affairs. The “certificate”™ described the project as a construction and demoiition
debris processing [acility to be sited on 21-acres parcel of land [former amo salvage vard] located in
Ware. Massachusetts, The facility was to be consiructed and designed te handle of to 750 tons per
day of C&D materials. The materials would be processed to extract the recvelabic content from the
waste siream and the unwanted/unrecvelable content would be iransported by rail or truck for
subsequent landfill disposal. During this process it was determined that the applicant (ABC&D)
responded adeguately to gquestions and commernts and had made several modifications to address and
subsequently reduce impacts 10 wetlands, traffic and air qualily.  After this MEPA process, ABC&D
subseguently received all of their necessary permits and consiructed that faciiity as thev had

presented through the permitting processes.

There are only minor maicrial changes 1o the infrastructure than was previously proposed within the
formerly filed Draft and Final ETR. All of the environmental controls, processing equipment and
infrastructure are functioning effectively and as infended. The enlv change is for ABC&D to accept
municipal solid waste (MSW) as well as C&D. Their capacity will remain at 730 tons per day with no
ner increase. The bulleted items below outiine the only changes that will be needed to allow this facility

to accept MSW,
[. Quick Clesing Doors: All three doors that are anticipated 1o be opened during operational hours
will be fitted with quick closiug reinforced fabric doors which control nuisance dust and odors.
11, Misting Equipment Dust and odor suppression inside the building sprays a {inc atomized mist of

water on the C&D and/or MSW materiais. This mist eontrols the dust very efficiently
(approximately a 939 efficicney) and will be avgmenied by adding edor neutralizing agents for

odor suppression.
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11, Raif Cars: MSW will be tipped withir the confines ol the building and processed (baled. shrinl:-
wrapped. or loaded 111 bull. to rail care or coniamers]. Furthenmore. the rail cars and or contaimners
wik be atrtignl and leaicproot in accordence with standard railroad operating procedures and siee

covers will be placed on the comainers and-or rail cars within the confines of'the bulldmg 10

control udors.

1o this NP filing for ease of reference. With the limiied additional controls {e.g. fabric doors. ador
ncutralizing agents. etc.) there should not bhe any future findings thal the proposed facility
modification would change the findings that werc previousiy made about this [acility. Therefore.
GSE does not make anv recommendations 1o the Section 61 TFindings that would be considered
substantial and-or would warrant Chapter 61 Findings 1o be submitted under 2 Supplemental EIR
